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An improvement to building formwork arrangements is 
disclosed, comprising the provision of void formers (10) 
designed to create a vertical recess that are located outside 
the channels (16) created by the substantially rectilinear 
void formers but which are adjacent the void former. Such a 
recess allows for a variety of services (15 and 15a) to be 
routed from outside the concrete structure which is formed 
about the formwork arrangement without substantially 
affecting its structural integrity. The recesses created can 
have a variety of cross-sectional shapes and sizes which are 
suitable for the positioning of a variety of service routing 
means therein. 

A further improvement is provided by the provision of a 
spacer (1?) which is specifically designed to abut and engage 
the recess creating void formers when the formwork is being 
created and during the pouring of the concrete. The spacer 
is designed so that by various portioning, the portions 
created can be placed adjacent one another and other full 
spacers to build up a larger spacer which helps to create a 
variety of channel spacings and configurations useful in 
formwork arrangements of this type. 
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
